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RESIDENTS living in and around 
the Woodgrange Estate, in 
Southend, can now use the services 
of a mobile library. 

The library, which aims to encour¬ 
age parents to share books with the 
under fives, will call every three 
weeks on Wednesdays between 
10.45-11.15am at the Centre Place 
Family Centre in Prospect Close. 

Estuary Housing Association staff, 
who work in the centre’s nursery, are 
involved in a language development 
scheme for children called Every 
Child a Talker (ECaT). 

By sharing books and rhymes, par¬ 
ents can help their children develop 
good language and listening skills, 
and picture books can be introduced 
at very early age to encourage a life¬ 
long love of literature. 

Children and Bookstart manager, 
Anne Bonham, said: “A ‘Bookstart’ 
is the best start any child can have 
and any parent can give it. 

“A few minutes a day sharing a 
book helps children develop their 
language, concentration and skills 
that will make learning easy. 

“Children who have been intro¬ 
duced to books do better when they 
get to school - it works because it’s 
han.”

WARDENS TO STAY 


TURNING Tides wardens were 
celebrating last week after gaining 
£160,000 of funding. 

Government had footed the bill 
for the project, based in Nelson 
Street, Southend, for four years but 
this funding was due to be with¬ 
drawn in March 2010. 

However, a lifeline has been 
offered by a local strategic partner¬ 
ship comprising Southend Council, 
the police and health services and 


was announced at a cabinet meet¬ 
ing last week. 

Southend Association of 
Voluntary Services runs the 
scheme, and the money will pay for 
the warden supervisor and four 
wardens, who then oversee 54 
junior wardens. 

Turning Tides neighbourhood 
manager, Tony Payne, said: 
“Turning Tides has made a big dif¬ 
ference to the town centre wards. 


and we were really concerned that 
the momentum and activity would 
come to an end. 

“It’s a great relief to hear that the 
council’s commitment to continue 
funding has been agreed and we 
look forward to continuing the ser¬ 
vice during the coming year.” 

Kevin Bonavia, Labour’s parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Rochford 
and Southend East welcomed the 
news. 


He said: “Turning Tides has been 
a fine example of what local people 
can do with government support to 
make their neighbourhood life bet¬ 
ter.

During the closure, the 1950s wind¬ 
breaks will also be reinstated, windows 
in the pier’s museum replaced and large 
areas repainted.

A WARDEN working with a 
Southend community group has won 
an award for her work in helping resi¬ 
dents to keep their community tidy in 
the national Big Tidy Up. 

Hayley Duff, 30, from Rochford, has 
worked for Turning Tides Community 
group, which supports and helps vul¬ 


nerable people living in Victoria, 
Milton and Kursaal wards. 

Part of her brief is to improve the 
environment and work with residents 
to clear up the area they live in. 

Hayley has gone beyond the call of 
duty by gaining funding, equipment, 
sponsoring rubbish removal and 
encouraging residents to be responsi¬ 
ble for their own environment. 


Her toughest project was getting 
local residents and various businesses 
to support clearing an alleyway in 
Hey gate Road, Southend, which was 
60 metres long and contained 10 
year’s worth of fly tipping. 

Hayley said: “It was a great surprise 
to get the award as I didn’t know that 
I had been nominated. 

“The best thing is that residents have 


got together and tackled issues such as 
fly-tipping and anti-social behaviour, 
and it’s rewarding to see the results.” 

The awards were part of the Keep 
Britain Tidy Campaign and Hayley 
was nominated by her supervisor, 
Anthony Quinn. 

Anthony said: “We are very proud 
of Hayley and she thoroughly 
deserves the recognition.”

When she logs back on, she tries to encour¬ 
age her friend to come over and keep her com¬ 
pany, but her sentences are now written in full 
and not using the text speak. 

The change is, as I said, very subtle and the 
way the story was written was very different 
from other entries, which helped it stand out. 

There were complaints about Joe’s story win¬ 
ning. The concerns raised were of the standard 
of English being used and that the story didn’t 
state there was a ghost and it could have been 
anything or anyone. 

For me, that need for the reader to use their 
own imagination was part of the appeal. 

And, as for the English, I’m not a fan of this 
shortened text speak - I write my text mes¬ 
sages in full sentences whereever possible - 
but there is no getting away from the fact that 
that is how some young people speak. 

Whether you like the story or not, there is one 
positive to come out of this for everyone - it has 
created a debate about creative writing.

College gets grant

A SOUTHEND college is celebrating the news 
that it has been granted £605,000 from the East 
of England Development Agency (EEDA) to 
build a new environmentally-friendly centre in 
its grounds. 

The BEST (Business, Enterprise and Skills 
Training) Centre will be completed in time for 
the start of this year’s summer term at Southend 
Adult Community Centre (SACC) and will pro¬ 
vide an informal venue for people who have 
been away from the workplace for some time.

The centre will offer short courses in inter¬ 
view skills, CV writing, basic computer skills, 
confidence building, maths, English and more 
formal long-term NVQ and apprenticeship pro¬ 
grammes.

Council has 
not learnt its 
lessons 

THEY are at it again, cutting 
down mature trees, this time 
on and around the roundabout 
by Southend Victoria Station. 

On Sunday, January 10, the 
council cut down over 20 
mature trees, some of them up 
to 100 feet tall, leaving us with 
a bleak, stark skyline for years 
to come. 

We now get the full impact 
of the ugly ex VAT office and 
the vast expanse of cold con¬ 
crete that forms the bridge etc, 
between the station and the 
Victoria Shopping Centre, 
instead of the softened view 
we had before, and won’t get 
again for at least 40 years. 

Our council does not learn. It 
should know by now that it is 
better and cheaper to work 
with nature than against it. 

Look at the cliffs. Some 
years ago, this council stupidly 
cut down all the mature trees 
in the little park above the 
cliffs. Result - the massive 
amount of water the trees used 
to soak up, ran as an under¬ 
ground stream and caused the 
cliff slippage. 

The stream is now exposed 
in some places and can be 
seen running down the cliffs. 

What have the council done 
about it? They have spent 
thousands of pounds of our 
money trying to work against 
nature so that they can build a 


museum on it. 

Don’t they realise, cliffs are 
by their very nature unstable. 
Whatever you do, nature is 
likely to win in the end, so 
why not do what they should 
have done years ago? Make 
the cliff as stable as possible 
by cutting it back a bit at the 
top and other steep areas to 
reduce the risk of further slip¬ 
page. 

Help the stream make its 
way down the cliff in a con¬ 
trolled manner to reduce the 
back pressures that caused the 
problem in the first place and 
plant the whole site with trees 
and colourful shrubs that have 
deep root systems. 

I am sure with a bit of help, 
our parks department could 
make a wonderful job of it. 

Allow room to put in paths 
once the cliff has settled down 
and hey presto, we have got 
our long lost amenity back for 
all to enjoy, even better than 
before.

What will 
happen to 
our market? 

ON a recent visit to Southend 
(where I grew up and lived for 
many years), I was appalled to 
see York Road market derelict. 

Paintings and art on the 
boarded-up shops tell a sad 
story of traders forced to leave 
after 37 years of business. 

Not only that, but friends in 
the town tell me that traders 
were made to leave at very 
short notice, after a long peri¬ 
od of having no clear informa¬ 
tion as to the market’s future. 

I also understand that the 
council, after closing the mar¬ 
ket in October in the face of 
public and trader opposition, is 
now requesting fresh evidence 
that a renewed market is want¬ 
ed by locals and traders. 

If this is true, it seems diffi¬ 
cult to avoid the conclusion 
that the council wants to 
destroy the market - showing 
contempt for local business, 
local opinion, and one of the 
town’s historic assets. 

Everyone knows the market 
as a popular and well-fre¬ 
quented retail centre - what’s 
more, one with character. 

How does the market’s clo¬ 
sure, with no clear plans for its 
future, fit into the council’s 
own ‘Town Centre Strategy 
2002 - 2012 ’? 

This document, available to 
download on its website, 
emphasises the need to work 
with the ‘support of local 
stakeholders to sustain and 
enhance the town’. 

‘A really good street market’ 
is required for the town’s 
urban renaissance, according 
to Lord Rogers of Riverside’s 
quote on the Strategy’s first 
page - why, then, are they 
slowly strangling the market? 

The market contained many 
traders supplying affordable 
fruit and vegetaWes, second 
hand goods, bicycles and 
repair shops, textiles and 
sewing shops - exactly the 
kind of business the council 
should be supporting! 

Not only this, but it would 
seem obvious that a revamped 
Victorian Lanes could be the 
jewel in any plan to regenerate 
Southend’s town centre. 

Here we have one last ves¬ 
tige of Southend and its glori¬ 
ous Victorian past; other sea¬ 
side towns such as Brighton 
have protected such assets and 
seen tourist footfall increase. 
What will Southend do? 

I was disturbed to read in the 
same Town Centre Strategy 
document vague plans to 
‘attract developers to develop¬ 
ment opportunities in 
Tylers/York Road’. 

I am waiting for reassurance 
from the council that it does 
not intend to demolish the 
market for new development.

Hero gives warning after 
saving woman from iake

A GRANDFATHER who 
helped save a young dog 
walker from an icy fishing 
lake has warned pet owners to 
keep animals on a lead. 

Jim Sudgrue, of Brookdale 
Avenue, came to the woman’s 
aid while walking through 
Hornchurch Country Park at 
around 2.30pm on Monday. 

The 69-year-old, who was 
bird watching at the time, 
alerted park rangers who then 
pulled the women out using a 
rope. 


The father-of-two, who is 
married to Carol, believes the 
woman would have lost her 
life if he did not act. 

He said: “I heard the lady 
shouting at her dog. He was 
on the ice having a great time 
chasing the ducks. 

“I was worried when I saw 
her walking towards him, then 
she went in too. 

“I took 20 seconds to decide 
what to do. I couldn’t have 
gone in to save her as we both 
would have been stuck. 

“I found the rangers but 
couldn’t speak, so I just point¬ 


ed towards the lake. I acted 
quicker than any 999 call. 

“My warning is, if you’re 
walking a dog near a lake, 
please put them on a lead - 
especially in icy conditions.” 

Keen historian Jim spends 
up to three hours once a fort¬ 
night walking Hornchurch 
Country Park and caught the 
ordeal on camera. 

The retired television engi¬ 
neer, who has lived in the area 
for 32 years, had planned to 
take photographs of migrat¬ 
ing birds before being called 
into action.

LIZ WADE and her two boys trace a town’s past on their 
visit to the Cater Museum in Billericay 



A LOVELY little house in the 
middle of a busy High 
Street is a great place to 
explore with the kids as it is 
crammed full of interesting items. 

The Cater Museum is dedicat¬ 
ed to preserving the history of 
Billericay for future generations 
and has been welcoming visitors 
since 1960. 

The museum is housed in an 
18th and 19th Century red brick 
building, which has been home 
to many families over the years 
including saddlers and harness 
makers until it was purchased 
by Mrs Cater, the wife of William 
Alexander Cater, to provide a 
museum for the town of 
Billericay. 

Not only does the museum 
help preserve artefacts from the 
town’s past, it also helps pre¬ 
serve the building for future gen¬ 
erations to enjoy. 

Even the outside of the build¬ 
ing is a museum to the past as 
its windows depict events in 
years gone by. 

One of its windows is criss¬ 
crossed with tape, depicting the 
wartime practice of reducing fly¬ 
ing glass, while another in the 
centre of the first floor is bricked 
up as a reminder of the window 
tax, when people attempted to 
lower their tax burdens. 

Over the years, local residents 
have donated items to the 
museum and it has built up a 
vast collection of items, from 
World War Two artefacts to toys 
from bygone days. 

It is also packed with informa¬ 
tion about local families and 
buildings, and details of the 
farming community that lived in 
the town in previous centuries. 


It is a great place to explore 
with children as it encourages 
them to ask lots of questions 
about the things they see. 

It also shows them what 
homes would have looked like in 
Victorian times, thanks to its 
rooms that are set out just as 
they would have been. 

As we walked into the Cater 
Museum, we were greeted by 
photographs of people who 
used to live there and watched a 
short film on the screen about 
the museum. The former living 
room and the shop and work¬ 
shop on the ground floor are 
now local shops so we climbed 
the stairs to explore the first 
floor of the building. 

There we found a parlour, 
which had been furnished to 
portray the last quarter of the 
1800s and showed the 
Victorian’s fondness for putting a 
large number of pictures on the 
walls and ornaments on every 
available surface. 

The house’s kitchen, which 
was originally on the ground 
floor, has also been recreated on 
the first floor, with everything 
you would have needed in those 
times to prepare a meal, iron 
your clothes and take a bath. 

The museum’s bedroom 
scene, complete with an Arab- 
style bed that is original to the 
house, shows the furnishings 
and textiles of the late Victorian 
era, while another room houses 
a collection of photographs and 
portraits of people from 
Billericay, as well as a range of 
artefacts from oil lamps and ink 
pots to pocket watches and pill 
boxes, and even a model of a 
1950s school classroom. 


We climbed to the top floor of 
the building and were greeted 
by an air raid shelter display at 
the end of the corridor, next to a 
room full of things from the war. 

We had a look around the top 
floor’s other room, full of exam¬ 
ples of craftsmanship from the 
18th to the 20th Century, before 
going back downstairs. 


The garden, which once 
stretched to a large Tudor barn 
that was used as a stable, has 
been restored as a period 
kitchen and herb garden for visi¬ 
tors to enjoy. 

The museum is a lovely place, 
and offers a wealth of informa¬ 
tion, not just on the local area, 
but on life from bygone days.

SECURITIES FOR LANDLORDS 

Landlords have traditionally required tenants to provide a deposit, as a pre-condition to granting 
a tenancy. This offers the landlord some security against damage and rent arrears, subject to the 
terms of the agreement and providing an inventory/condition schedule is in place. 

Since April 2007, it is now compulsory for landlords to protect tenancy deposits, with a choice 
of 2 schemes, the custodial based scheme or two insurance based schemes if they wish to hold 
onto the deposit. The introduction of Tenancy Deposit Protection has led many landlords to 
review the way they set up tenancies, and to consider extra measures or alternatives to protect 
their interests. 

Rental guarantee insurance products have become widely available over the past few years. 
These can be accessed through letting agents or direct from insurance providers. The length of 
cover can be from 6 month to 12 months and can be renewed if the same tenant resides in the

Guarantors are now being asked for on a more regular basis especially when letting to tenants 
on a low income or in receipt of benefits. A guarantor is an individual, normally a homeowner, 
who will accept liability on behalf of the tenant for breaches of the tenancy agreement. 
Guarantors, along with tenants, will also be referenced with accredited referencing company and 
will sign the tenancy agreement before the tenants along with a deed of guarantor. During the 
course of the tenancy the guarantor should be sent correspondence relating to the tenant if the 
tenant is in breach of the terms of the tenancy agreement. 

Rent in advance. Many landlords/agents require tenants to pay the first months rent and a 
months security deposit in advance of signing a tenancy. However some landlords are taking 
two months rent in advance and no deposit. With this all monies taken in advance must be used 
as rent and stated clearly in the tenancy agreement as rent. Therefore monies received as rent 
cannot be withheld against the property when the tenant vacates. Any monies held by the 
landlord and then refunded to the tenant at the end of the tenancy must be protected. 

Bonds. Some tenants who are unable to afford a deposit are able to apply to the council for a 
bond. Bonds usually take the form of a written guarantee from the council to the landlord. The 
council states that they will pay up to a maximum sum against any damage or rent arrears. As 
these schemes vary from council to council it is best to read the small print. But with no money 
involved there is no need for the tenancy deposit to apply.

Q. I have recently moved, and Vm not certain 
which fence is mine. According my 
immediate neighbours, Vm responsible for 
both sides, but that can’t be right, can it? 

A. Obviously, the last thing you want to do is 
fall out with your new neighbours, not least 
because disagreements over boundaries can 
sometimes escalate into quite unpleasant and long-running disputes. 
Nevertheless, by the sound of it, one or other of them is wrong. Why do I 
suggest that? Well, for the simple reason that since you have neighbours on 
both sides of your property, that suggests that you live in the middle of a street, 
or a row of houses - and that being the case, it’s very unlikely indeed that you 
are responsible for both fences. Generally speaking, only those living at one 
end of the street or the other will have two fences to look after - depending on 
which end these things have been calculated from. So, for example, if everyone 
owns the fence to their left, then the person at the right-hand end of the street 
may also be responsible for the fence to their right! 

Of course, the quickest, easiest and cheapest solution to this problem is simply 
to ask other people further up and down your street. Generally speaking, a 
pattern ought to emerge which will enable you to deduce which fence is yours. 
As for establishing ownership more formally, theoretically this can be done by 
looking at the deeds to your property, or one of the related registration 
documents. Here, your first port of call - assuming you don’t have the deeds 
yourself - should be the Land Registry, which you can contact online at 
www.landregisteronline.gov.uk. If they have the information, you can download 
it for a nominal charge. 

However, be prepared for the fact that the Land Registry may not be able to 
help. There is always the chance - particularly in the case of older properties - 
that there is no record of boundary ownership in the deeds or any of the other 
documentation. 

Should this turn out to be the case, then it’s possible that your only option is to 
come to an agreement with your neighbours - hopefully an amicable one!
